Palos,  Spain;  and  the  Washington  Heights  War 
Memorial  at  168th  Street  and  Broadway,  New 
York  City. 

In  submitting  to  the  public  this  present  group  of 
fourteen  sculptures,  the  work  of  the  past  five  years, 
Mrs.  Whitney  remains  true  to  the  innate  charac- 
teristics of  form  and  style  which  have  distinguish' 
ed  her  work  from  the  beginning  of  her  career.
